Pope Is in a Darkened Room 
and No One Is Allowed to 
Enter Save the Nurses and 
the Physicians. 


Rome, April 12.—Pope Pius X has 
suffered a serious relapse. His con- 
dition tonight was such as to arouse 
the gravest fear. He showed great 
weakness and his fever rose to 10: 
degrees. The second relapse followed 
a disregard for the physician's instruc- 
tions. It was due to over exhaustion 
from several audiences the pope gave 
today and to exposure to a change of 
atmospheric temperature. . 

The gravity of the pope’s condition 
makes prevalent the fear that the end 
of his pontificate is approaching. Ac- 
cording to the latest reports from the 
sick room, alznough the temperature 
had diminished slightly the pope was 
much exhausted on account of a per- 
sistent cough, which caused consid- 
erable pain in the chest. 

The bedroom is Kept in 
ness and absolute silence, Prof. 
Marchiafava having again insisted, in 
a visit late tonight, that everything 
be done to prevent the patient from 
even making an effort to exercise his 
mind.

CLASH BETWEEN RACES

Assistance Asked From Neigh- 
boring 
Taken From Officers and 
Flogged by Masked Mob. 


Rochelle, Ga., April 12.—Race trouble 
appears imminent in Wilcox county as 
the result of the arrest of three promi- 
nent farmers charged with the murder 
of a wealthy planter and his son last 
Sunday. , 

Negroes on the plantations of the 
accused men have armed themselves 
against the whites, and are said to be 
planning a rescue. Sheriff Gibbs and a 
posse, who set out today to run down 
the blacks who have threatened trou- 
ble, sent word today that they must 
have help. The sheriffs at Vienna, Cor- 
dele and HMawkinsville have rushed 
men to Tippettsville, where the band 
has been encountered. 

Chief of Police Collins and a posse of 
county deputies were overpowered by 
a masked mob early today, three ne- 
groes arrested in connection with the 
Melvin murder being taken from them 
and severely flogged. The blacks were 
told to leave the county. 

Leon Melvin, 17 years old, son of J. 
Cc. Melvin, a wealthy planter, was mur- 
dered Sunday evening. Since the kill- 
ing feeling in the community has run 
high. Three prominent farmers, W. A. 
Coleman, Jim Coleman and W. H. 
Stevens, are in jail charged with the 
crime. Negroes on the plantations of 
these men have stirred up trouble, and 
have armed themselves against the 
whites. The three negroes whipped 
were of this number. 

Today news reached this place that 
the blacks will attempt to rescue the 
Colemans and Stevens from jail. Sher- 
iff Gibbs has summoned a large posse 
of deputies to his assistance to handle 
the situation. 

Sheriff Gibbs and a posse who set 
out today to run down the blacks who 
had threatened trouble, and who are 
wanted in connecton with the Melvin 
murder, sent word this afternoon that 
they must have reinforcements at once. 
The officers have encountered the band 
near Tippettsville, in Dooly county, 10 
mile from a railroad. 

The blacks are heavily armed, and 
have defied arrest. 

Sheriff Gibbs bas salled upon the 
sheriffs at Vienna, Cordele and Haw- 
kinsville to rush to his assistance.

“President Madero died almost im- 
mediately after he was shot,” said 
Oviedo, “but the vice president did not 
die from the effects of the shots.

Im- 
mediately he was seized about the 
throat and strangled to death, his 
tongue protruding “from his moufh. 
Marks on his body gave physical evi- 
dence in corroboration of the detalled 
story which was secured from persons 
who were but a few feet away when 
the murders were committed.” 

He declared that hundreds of peo- 
ple in Mexico City knew the true facts 
concerning the killing of Madero and 
Pino Suarez, but even Mexicans who 
have escaped from the country fear to 
tell what they know because it would 
mean the prompt execution of relatives 
whom President Guerta is holding pris- 
oners with the constant threat of death 
hovering over them.

Washington, April 12.—President 
Wilson has not yet chosen an ambas- 
sador to Mexico to succeed Henry 
Lane Wilson, republican appointee, 
who submitted his resignation along 
with other diplomats, March 4. 

George W. Guthrie, former mayor of 
Pittsburg, and democratic state chair- 
man of Pennsylvania, who had been 
tentatively decided upon, is disindclined 
to take the post, though no formal 
offer of it was made to him. Mr. 
Guthrie is likely, however, to be made 
ambassador to @ European court, pos- 
sibly Italy. 

With the appointment of a new am- 
bassador to Mexico, is linked closely 
the question of recognizing the Huerta 
government. President Wilson has 
indicated that pending a more defi- 
nite and stable appearance of affairs 
wt} edat recognition would be with- 
1eld. 

The United States is awaiting the 
outcome of the contemplated elections, 
and it is unlikely that recognition wlii 
be extended before a new president is 
elected.

BARRED ON COAST 


Final Draft of the California 
Law to Prevent Aliens Ac- 


quiring Land—Measure Is 
Aimed at Japanese. 


Sacramento, Cal., April 12.—The 
final draft 4f the proposed California 
anti-alien land law that is to take the 
place of all the bills that have been 
introduced recently here relating to 
the same subject was adopted by the 
senate today on second reading and 


will come up for ina} pepnee in the 
upper house of the legislature next 
Monday. The principal provisions of 
the new bill are as follows: 

“Section 1. No alien shal] acquire 
title to or own or hold real property 
within this state, or any interest 
therein or take or acquire or hold 
game by devise, descent, purchase or 
otherwise. 

“Section 2. Title 
situated in this state 
and held by -aliens, 
sxy-—séznON-resident, undér 
Jons, terms and conditions 
forth, but not otherwise. 

One-Year Ownership. 

“(A). Any alien hereafter ac- 
quire by purciase otherwise (ac- 
cepting devise or descent, which are

year after the date of so acquiring 
such title, right or interest, but no 
longer. At the expiratiow of said 
period of one year all real property 80 
held by alien and all right, title 
and interest therein so held by such 
alien shall be subject to escheat to the 
state of California and proceedings 
fer such purposes shall be taken as 
hereinafter provided.” 

Subdivision (B) relates 
acquired by devise or 
provides that it may be 
period of one year after the date of 
final distribution, when it shall be- 
come subject to escheat to the state, 
in subdivision (A).

of any such contract, lease of 
agreement shall made extending 
said period of three years.’ 

Section five provides that an alten 
or an alien corporation “hereafter ac- 
quiring, owning d6r holding real prop- 
‘erty” in the state of California, in 
contravention to the expressed pro- 
visions of the act, may convey the 
same at any time before the com- 
mencement of escheat proceedings. 

Property may be conveyed to an- 
other alien or alien corporation to be 
held for a period not exceeding one 
year.

NO FORMAL PROTEST BY JAPAN 

MADE TO UNITED STATES 

Washington, April 12.—- President 
Wilson has had one confer- 
ence so far with Viscount Chinda, the 
Japanese ambassador, and probably 
will have others in the near future, in 
view of the ambassador's latest in- 
Structions regarding the California 
alien land holding legislation. It may 
be stated on the highest authority that 
at no stage of the very persunal ex- 
changes that have been in progress has 
there been anything in the nature of a 
“protest” from the Japanese govern- 
ment against what has beén done in 
California. 

The latest instructions to the ambas- 
sador from Tokio look only to the 
continuance by the embassy of the 
course it has pursued from the begin-

All the 
political parties have sent deputations 
to the premier and to the foreign min 
ister asking them to adopt measurés 
to preserve Japanese treaty rights in 
America. 

The constitutional party has pro- 
posed an anti-California boycott. The 
chambers of commerce here have tel- 
egraphed to similar bodies in San 
Francisco and Los Angeles and else- 
where, asserting that the result of. the 
legislation will be disastrous for trade 
between the United States and Japan. 

The Japanese premier told the depu-

Atlanta's talented young artist, whose pictures were marked favorites in the salon of 1911. 


Miss Virginia Wooley, of Atlanta, 
Ga., who shares the good taste of the 
leading American artists of today in 
staying home to study and to paint, is 
going to take her “life” class to the 
mountains of north Georgia to study 
this June, for Miss Wooley asks, 
“Where can one find more beautiful, 
more enchanting scenery ?” 


A distinguishing characteristic of 
Miss Woolev which inspires trust in 
her as an artist is that she is able to 
see achievement on the part of her 
fellow artists.

Studies in Paris. 

.Miss Wooley first studied art when 
a school girl under Mr. Volney Rich- 
afdson, who was the first art teacher 
in Atlanta to teach “from life,” and to 
direct his pupllis along the broader 
lines of study. She studied three 
years undér Frederick W, Frever, of 
Chicago, who was considered the 


greatest of American portrait paint- 
ers.

HE'D EXEMPT FARMERS.

President Wilson Willing to 
Sign the Sundry Civil Bill 
That Taft Vetoed. 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 
Washington, April 12.—(Special.)— 
President Wilson is in favor of ex- 
empting labor untons and farmers’ or- 
ganizations from the operations of the 
Sherman anti-trust law as provided for 
in the amendments offered to the sun- 
dry civil bill by Representative Rod- 
denbery, of Georgia, and Hamil, of 
New Jersey. 

President Taft vetoed the. bill on 
March 4 because of these amendments, 
which prohibited any part of the ap- 
propriation of $300,000 being used to 
prosecute either farmers or organized 
labor. 

In his veto message the president 
said: “This provision is class legisla- 
tion of the most vicious gort. [f it 
were enacted as substantive law and 
not merely as a qualification upon the 
use of money appropriated for the en- 
actment of law, no one, I take it, would 
dowbt its unconatitutionality.” 

The sundry civil bill will now be 
introduced in the same form and its 
passage is assured. It will mean that 
labor unions, the farmers’ union and 
the Kentucky tobacco growers will be 
safe from prosecution under the Sher- 
man law, at least for the next year. 
Furthermore, the amendments are 
construed as permanent instructions 
from congress to the department of 
justice.

Remember there is always an un- 
known quantity in baseball—luck. No 
one can figure on that. Luck in a sin- 
gle game has been calculated at any- 
thing from 12 to 70 per cent. In a 
series the luck of the games runs 
about 60 per cent against 40 per cent— 
in favor of the better team. The ef- 
fect of luck upon a team is a difficult 
matter. A run of bad luck may ruin 
one team and yet only stir the fighting 
spirit’ of another. No oné can tell

However, the comparative value 
tables of the teams approximate the 
way they will finish the season. The 
range of possibilities is much wider 
in the American league than in the Na- 
tional. I cannot see a chance for the 
Athletics to finish except first or sec- 
ond. Boston may finish first, second, 
or third. Washington may finish sec- 
ond, third, fourth or fifth. Chicago has 
a chafice to finish anywhere from third 
to seventh, and so has New York and 
Cleveland. Detroit may run fifth, 
Sixth, or seventh, with an outside 
chance of slipping to eighth. St. Louis 
may, with proper luck, reach as high 
'as sixth.

In the National league the range of 
possibilities is much narrower.

First, a man must know when to 
steal. He must study his pitchers ani

on each. 
Study the Pitcher’s Moves. 


Study the peculiar little moves that 
are different in each pftcher. Some 
pitchers give a little sign or movement 
with their hip, knee, foot or shoulder 
which Indicates that they are about to 
deliver the ball. A man getting a good 
lead on a pitcher who telegraphs his 
intention to pitch to the batter can an- 
ticipate his moment of delivery and 
start on his steal so quickly that the 
catcher will have little chance t» 
throw him out. 

After a man has learned to study 
these little peculiarities, has the speed 
to carry him'‘through and a knowledge 
of how to slide, he can be rated as a 
first-class base stealer. The point I 
desire to make right here is that the 
fastest sprinter in the world cannot 
Steal bases on a good pitcher ani 
catcher unless he makes a study of 


'and uses some gray matter, always 
itrying to outwit his opponents. 


IT consider Walsh, of the Chicago 


‘White Sox, and Warhop, of the New 


York Americans, the two hardest 


‘right-handed pitchers I have faced to 


get a lead on. 

Some twirlers may fool you for a 
time with a half-balk mpve that both- 
ers you a lot, but if the base runner ts 
shrewd enough he can pick flaws in 
that and tell just when the pitcher ‘s 
going to try to fool him. Some pitch- 
ers will permit you to get a long lead 
and yet it is hard to steal bases on 
them. Others will keep you tied to 
the base, but it is comparatively easy 
to pilfer. 

The first thing for the hase stealer 
to pay attention to are his pads. These 
prevent him from skinning and bruis- 
ing himself by sliding along on the 
hard ground. You must select a pad 
that will not impede the speed and 
at the same time will be pliable and 
thick enough to protect your body. 

Many successful base stealers use a 
cured sheep skin with the wool side 
next to the body. This, when making 
a slide, will not roll up as many cloth 


'sliding pads do. I believe it ia the best 


thing that can be secured. The sheep- 
skin is used by pinning tt tn several 
places to the uniform. 

Must Figure When to Steal. 


A man must figure the stage of the 
Same to steal, deciding whether it will 
pay—uniess, of course, the manager 
orders him to go down. A player must 
not steal just for the sake of piling up 
stolen bases and making a record. 
baseball player, I think, should save 
himself as much as possible. The con- 
stant pounding and sliding into bases 
is hard on a player's limbs. If his team 
happens not to be in the running for 


the pennant and his efforts are not of} 
vital interest to the club, it is foolish! 


for him to take unnecessary chances 
on the base paths. I believe a base- 
ball player should always be very 
careful. 

The base stealer should figure how 
the batsman stands with the pitcher 
before trying to pilfer, because’ the 
catcher watches the runner with an 
eagle eye. A stolen base is charged 


against him. If he thinks the runner | 


is going down and the pitcher is not 
in a hole with the batsman, the back- 
stop will call for a pitch-out which 
cuts down the chances of the base 
stealer being successful. 

Then, again, there are some catchers 
who cannot throw as well whena ball 
is wasted—-pitched on the outside—as 
they can when it. is over the plate. 
That is where you must study your 
man and try to otitguess him by know- 
ing his weaknesses and peculiarities. 

The base runner should always try 
to appear languid and have that don't- 
care look until the catcher gives his 
sign to the pitcher, thus throwing him 
off his guard. Then, when he ts cer- 
tain the sign has been given, he can 
get off the base as far as he deems 
possible for his lead and break for 
second the minute the ball is delivered. 

A baSe runner cag often put a 
catcher in the hole ty feigning anx- 
iousness. He will think you are going 
down and will waste one or two balls. 
Then when the backstop is obliged to 


'call for one over the plate, so he will 


not get the pitcher in a bad position, 
head for second. 
Keep the Catcher Guessing. 

The successful base stealer always 
tries to keep the catcher guessing. 
Start your pilfer when you know he is 
not expecting it. Always try to bluff 
a start in a sly way, as if you were 
not trying to attract his attention,

The runner must study the actions 
of the opposing team in covering 
bases. He should watch their style 
and the way they invariably take 
thrown balis. A lot of these little 
movements will help him on certain 
plays that come up and the season’s 
avernge will tell in hia favor. 

There are certain infielders who tel- 
egraph the sign to you.

Good Mase Runner Valuable. 

You often read accounts of a man 
who is a good base stealer, but you 
rarely see much about the man who 
is a good base runner. I consider 
there is alots o f difference between 
the base stealer and the base runner. 
Some players in the major leagues 
have the knack of getting around fhe 
bases on safe hit balls much better 
than some of the speed merchants who 
are good base stealeps. These good 
base runnners are seldom mentioned in 
the newspapers. 

i consider the base runner of more 
value to his team than the base steal- 
er. Some base pilferers do not have 
the knack of taking advantage of 
balls hit to the outfield or even the 
infield. A base runner who ts always 
on the Jump ready to take advantage 
of the slightest opportunity to advance 

h opposing team up in the 
air. A mere stolen base probably 
will not affect the team in the leasi. 

To be a good base runner you must 
elways have the jump on any drive 


lretrieving the ball: know the baseman 


i 


who is going to take the throw-in and 
know how to run from first to third 
or from first to the home plate the 
shortest possible way. | 

The quickest way to get around Uie 
bases is to tag each base with the 
left foot, crossing over with your 
right. That gives a runner the short- 
est possible turn and Keeps him from 
swinging way out to the edge of the 
diamond. 

In rounding bases on a long hit 
when the throw is from the right or 
center fielder, the base runner should 
watch the third .baseman’s eyes. Try 
to judge the course of the ball from 
the way he is looking and run in line 
of it so that you will deflect it away 
from the baseman. This usually nets 
a run if pulled off successfully. 

A base runner should never let up in 
his speed when coming into a bag 
when he sees some baseman with a 
blank expression on his face, and his 
arms down to his side. It is an old 
trick he is trying to work, for the ball 
is close and he ts only trying to throw 
the base runner off his guard so that 
he will slow up slightly and come in 
standing up. then he does this the. 
basemen will grab the ball and slam it 


‘into his ribs for an out. The base run- 


ner has been tricked. 
Try to Checkmate Basemen. 

The runner should always think his 
plans out first. He should try to figure 
out what the baseman is thinking of 
and planning to do and then checkmate 
him if possible. The base runner must 
always be quick of mind and action. 

The base runner must know how to 
thwart the baseman who stands near 
to the base, his intention being to 
make you take the outside of the bag 
or slightly shoulder you as you pass 
to throw you off your balance and 
stride. He means to force you to take 
a wide turn, thereby losing much time 
and distance in running on extra base 
hits. You would be surprised how 
much the clever baseman can impede 
you unless _you are watching for him 
on a long hit and a long run around 
the bases. 

A base runner must play the same 
game to checkmate the baseman. That 
is, to lean on the inside when you turn 
the base and be ready to give him a 
jab with the shoulder. You will find 
that the infielder will politely step back 
and give you a fair path and doubtless 
will never bother you again. 

These are only tricks of the trade 
which every baseball player tries to 
work on his opponent. They have a 
place absolutely in our great game of 
baseball. 

To the fans I would say, always re- 
member when you see a collision be- 
tween a base runner and baseman that 
hoth probably had “a finger in the pie. 
They are trying to best one another, 
so don't put afl the blame on the one 
who gets the best of it and give all 
your sympathy to the one who is 
worsted. As I have said, it'll all-a 
part of the game. 

There are so many tricks to the base 
running art that it would require sev- 
eral pages in a newspaper to describe 
them all. In conclusion, IT want to sav 
that the man who becomes successful 
is the man who studies every angle 
of the art. Don’t think because you 
were able to do one hundred yards In 
ten seconds on the cinder path that you 
can go on the baseball daimond and 
hecome a wonderful baserunner. Speed 
is only the beginning. Brains are the 


big factor.

him the benefit of theeknowledge of 
boxing and the experience gained in 
years of service in the ring. 

Can Teach Him. 

Without boasting, I believe I could 
teach Luther, or any other heavy- 
weight of today, a few important 
things about the game he is ignorant 
of. My fighting days are passed, but 
I still retain the knowledge of the sci- 
ence of boxing and could impart valu- 
able pointers to an ambitious and in- 
telligent boxer of McCarty’s stamp. 

The average manager is of little or 
no help to a young and ambitious box- 
er. It may be the proper thing to 
employ aman to look after the 
finances when a fighter has annexed 
a championship, but until that time, 
what is needed more than anything 
else is someone who can teach him 
something about the game. 

To win a championship fight a fight- 
er must keep improving all the time, 
and it takes years to develop a man 
good enough to win the heavyweight 
title. It means hard work and plenty 
of it. The system of reaching out aft- 
er all the easy coin in sight is all 
right as far as it goes, but if the man- 
azer with a likely prospect in tow 
could look a bit inte the future he 
would discover that the money to be 
made during the campaign for the 
title is insignificant compared with 
the possibilities once the goal has been 
reached.

That lets him out. He may be good 
enough to lick Willard and the “Gun- 
boat,” and again he may not, The 
public would like to know what he 
can do with these men before putting 
its stamp of approval on his cham- 
pionship pretensions.

For the First Time the Ante- 
Nuptial Settlements on His

New York, April 12.—Colonel John 
Jacob Astor, who perished in the sink- 
ing of the Titanic, on April 15, 1912, 
left a Sross estate of $87,276,691 and 
a net estate of $85,340,919, according 
to official schedules turned in today 
by expert appraisers on which the 
state tax appraiser will base his re- 
port. They show an increase of nearly 
$15,000,000 over any other previous de- 
tailed account of Colonel Astor's. 

The appraisal makes several inter- 
esting revelations as to the nature 
and extent of Colonel Astor’s holdings. 

The schedules show also for the 
first time the amounts of Colonel As- 
tor’s ante-nuptial settlements upon his 
first wife, Mrs. Alva Willing Astor, and 
his second wife, Mrs. Madeline Force- 
Astor. These settlements were for 
life and on the death of the bene- 
ficiaries they will go into his residuary 
estate. he property turned over to 
the support of Mrs. Alva Willing-Astor 
by ante-nuptial settlement has been 
appraised at $787,397. 

Mrs. Madeline Force-Astor by ante-

He also has three 
stands in different parts of the city. 


He has a cracking good engineer at| 


each stand, and does a land office 
business. Since the “hot dog” men 
have learned that there is but little 
difference between the home made 
article and the imported stuff, they 
stand nobly by Atlanta’s trade slogan, 
and their bank accounts are. fattened 
by increased profits. 

Although “hot dogs” are not new 
to the public, there are comparatively 
few in Atlanta. And, it is strange 
when you consider that a $10 bill will 
establish a business that pays ap- 
proximately 85 per cent profit. It has 
the blind tiger left at the post as a 
money making proposition. The city 
exacts a license fee of $10 a month 
for each stand, and the state gets a 
rake off of ten bones. But there is 
no rent to pay, and there is no police 
regulations to prevent one from start- 


ing business at “Five Points,” White- 
hall; or any other choice location 
where dirt is worth $2,500 a front 
foot. 

The time is not far off when every- 
one in Atlanta will have a hankering 
after “hot dogs,” and not until then 
will tZe industry, now in its infancy, 
have truly come into its own. A 
million people who visit Atlantic City 
every summer have acquired the “hot 
dog” habit. The business there is a 
bonanza. It pays the’ enterprising 
promoters a better dividend than Bull 
Frog Mining, Tonopah, or any of the 
wildest .schSmes of Wallingford, et 
al. 

One of Atlanta’s richest and most 
influential men, whose fortune is fig- 
ured in Dun’s and Bradstreet’s in six 
figures, got his start selling weinies 


at Peachtree and Alabama.

DRAINAGE CONGRESS 
GULS 10 SAVANNA 


Resolution Adopted Calling for 
Department of Public Works 
Under Cabinet Member. 


St. Louis, April 12.—The National 
Drainage congress today defeated a 
resolution calling for a federal appro- 
priation for the work of the Mississip- 
pi river commission, and adopted a 
resolution calling instead for the cre- 
ation of a department of public works 
under a cabinet member. 

The resolution calling for a federal 
appropriation for the work of the 
Mississippi river eommission was in- 
troduced by R. BB. Oliver, of 
Girardeau, Mo., as an amendment to 
the resolutions introduced by the reso- 
lutions committee and precipitated the 
only debate that occurred during the 
three days’ meeting of the congress? 
The resolution called “for such sums 

may be necessary” to enable the 
Mississipp! river commission to carry 
out the work it has “so wisely planned 
for controlling the floods and pre- 
venting bank erosion in the Mississip- 
pi river and proterting the lives and 
property of the dwellers in the regions 
contiguous to that river.” 

By an overwhelming vote 
lution was defeated. 

The congress than adopted resolu- 
tions asking “that immediate cons!d- 
eration of adequate provisions for flood 
control, for the regulation and contra] 
of stream flow and for the reclama- 
tion of swamp and overflow and arid 
lands” and tin furtherance’ thereof 
asked the national congress “to cre- 
ate a body which will put in effect at 
the earliest possible moment such 
plans with co-operation with the sev- 
eral states and other agencies as will 
meet the neets of the several local- 
ities,” 

The resolutions “adopted said “that 
the most effectual and direct means 
will be the establishment of a de- 
partment of public works with a sec- 
retary in charge thereof, who shall be 
a member of the president’s cabinet. 

“We further believe,” says the reso- 
lutions, “that the problem of flood 
control can be best conducted under 
the immediate supervision of the 
president of the United States.”

Sates, 

The proposed change would give 
each chapter its regent, one delegate 
for the tirst 100 members, another del- 
egate when the membership has 
reached 300, and a delegate for eac..

gress. 

The second proposed amendment has 
to do with the number of “new” mem- 
bers who may form a new chapter in 
a community where there alread 3; a 
chapter. The present constitution pro- 
Vides that these chapters must have 
at least elght “new” members of the 
national society. 

The proposed change oalls for twen- 
ty-flVe members, of whom at least 
fifteen must be “new” members, 

This would have tue effect of pre- 
venting a great increase in the num- 
ber of smal] chapters in communities 
where there already are other chap- 
ters, and thus increasing the mem ber- 
ship of the continental congress. |

tion, and also has always caused 
heated debates.

STRIKE TO CAUSE 
OOD SHORTAGE 


Expected That Everything 
Will Be Tied Up in Belgium 
Monday—Believed 500,000 
Workers Will Strike. 


Brussels, April 12.—While it is im- 
possible to predict to what extent the 
threatened general strike -will tie up 
industry after Monday, it is evident 
now that the situation is beginning to 
be regarded as extremely serious. The 
socialists declared tonight that 500,000 
workers will go out, crippling the en- 
tire industry. 

Steamship companies whose vessels 
docked at Antwerp today notified all 
agents that they would decline to as- 
sume responsibility for freight, begin- 
ning tonight. All merchandise now 
en route from the United States will 
be landed at Rotterdam or Hamburg. 
Twenty shipicads of ores and grains 
destined for Antwer»y already have been, 
diverted t@ these ports. The Red Star 
line is accepting no freight. 

Laying is Provisions 


Farmers who supply vegetables to 
Antwerp have given notice that they 
dare not attempt to bring in anything 
after Monday. Those supplying Prus- 
sels have requested a police guard. 
One hundred canal boat loads of po- 
tatoes, which arrived here today, were 
quickly sold. 

The inhabitants are laying 
visions for a long siege. 

Employees of the municipal water, 
lighting and street cleaning depart- 
ments have been notified that tneir 
participation in the strike will for- 
feit their positions and rights to pen- 
sions, and it is hardly likely they will 
join the movement. :

COTTON GOODS MARKET 


DURING THE PAST WEEK 


New York, April 12.—Cotton goods 
markets have been generallyaquiet and 
sales are being made at the expense 
of values. This Is noticeable in print 
cloths and convertibles, where prices 


/oOn many odd constructions have been 


falling off. Trading on some lines 
has been good. Fall River sold 140,- 
000 pieces of print cloths, of which 60.- 
000 were for spot delivery. Printers 
bought substantial quantities of four- 
yard 80 squares for percales at 7 
cents, which is about % cent under 
the lowest price thus far this year. 
The demand for printed goods of a 
Staple- character from the jobbing 
trade has been light. Bleached goods 
were bought froan hand to mouth, 
While heavy brown goods  accumu- 
lated slowly and held relatively firm. 
Colored domesties are steadier than 


many of the other lines as the leading 
mills still have many goods to deliver 
On contract. 

The manufacturing trades have been 
buying better that jobbers. tetallers 
are applying themselves on repeat or- 
ders for wash fabrics.

Dr. Wilmer Commends Move to 
Uplift the Stage.

“Denunciations by the _ pulpit 
never going to cure the evils of the 
stage,” says Dr. C. B. Wilmer, rector 
of St. Luke’s, in commending the 
movement to establish in Atlanta a 
branch of the National Drama league 
Dr. Wilmer is known for one of the 
ablest Christian ministers of the south 
as well as a man of culture and broad 
learning, and the following statement 
from him will be enlightening to alli: 

“IT am glad to learn that ti is pro- 
posed to establish in Atlanta a branch 
of the National Drama league. There 
is no manner of question of the power 
that the theater exerta over human 
life not always for the best. But it 
is equally undeniable that denuncia- 
tion of the drama by the pulpit ifs 
never going to cure any of the eviis 
of the stage. The only sensible thing 
would seem to be to use the power of 
the dramatic instincts which the Al- 
mighfy has tmplanted in human 
breasts on the side of right. The 
stage itself will respond to public de- 
mand and when public sentiment asks 
for better plays, they will be forth. 
coming. 

“The cultivation of a better taste is 
one of the commendable objects of 
the Drama league. Another is, the 
employment of the drama as an edu- 
cational agency in settlement work, 
as has been so successfully done in 
Hull house, Chicago, under Miss Jane 
Addams.

AIDS LIVE STOCK MEN 


Southern Provides Improved 
Facilities at Spencer, N. C. 


Spencer, N. C., April 12.—(Special.)— 
To provide improved facilities for 
properly handling the growing move- 
ment of live stock to eastern and Vir- 
ginia markets from the southeastern 
states, the Southern railway is now 
completing a modern plant for resting 
and feeding stock on property adjoin- 
ing the @pencer yards. 

The plant cgnsists of thirty-three 
pens, twenty of which are covered. All 
pens and alleys are paved with one 
foot of cinders, and are located on a 
gentle slope, providing natural: drain- 
age. Each pen is provided with watef 
trough and feed rack, and the entire 
plant is electrically lighted. Nine pens 
are set apart for cattle from the quar- 
antined area, and are separated from 
the others by a solid board wall 10 
feet high. As all cattle are unloaded 
at Spencer for feed and rest, this con- 
venient plant will prove ah important 
facility for stock ‘growers. 

The construction of this plant is fn 
line with the Southern Railway com- 
pany’s policy of making every possibie 
effort to aid the live stock industry in 
the territory along its lines, in ac- 
cordance with which it has provided 
special train service for live stock from 
points where sufficient business ts of-

Cent Reduction Shortly, Says 
Well-Known Produce Man.

were good: advertising for it. The good 
publicity man is the one who sees 
every opening there is for publicity 
and recognizes good publicity when- 
ever and wherever he sees it. And 
the benefit of the publicity which is se- 
cured over the fact that a man has 
worked for the house and afterwards 
becomes a big’ success Is incalculable 
Whenever a man makes a big name 
for himself, every place he ever 
worked in tells about it. This is 
partly natural gossip, but there is a 
great deal of it which is simply tno 
seizure of a good chance to secure 
some good publicity with very little 


expense. 


Business Correspondence. 


Hardly any man today misses the 
advertisements which appear in ths 
magazines and newspapers. To tha 
man who has tried reading this mat- 
ter they form the part of his reading 
which not only is of material benefit 
him, but which also gives him great 
interest In the reading. There is a 
romance and a benefit in the reading 
of advertisements which it requires 
but little {magination to find. 

For some years now there have ap- 
peared in the different mediums ad- 
vertisements for different forms of 
writing papers and letter heads, whicn 
have stressed the importance of good 
appearance in the letters which leave 
a house. That subject is well worth 
close attention from any business 
man. 

When a stranger comes into your 
office the first thing you do, mostly 
unconsciously, is to size him up by 
the clothing he wears and the ap- 
pearance he makes. In other words, 
for the first few seconds you are, busy 
recording your {mpression of the man 
in your mind. And his clothes have 
a great deal to do with that impres- 
sion. It is not the quality of the 
clothes that counts for so much, but 


'the evidence they give as to the mans 


character in the manner in which they 
are kept and worn. 

When a letter comes in your morn- 
ing’s mail from a stranger, that let- 
ter is also a stranger seeking admit- 
tance into your confidence and the im- 
pression it first makes will go a lon#g 
way to deciding the reply you are 
going to send. Therefore, the busi- 
ness man who would watch details 
must take care that the correspond- 
ence paper he uses in his business wilil 
give the best possible impression to 
the man he wants to sell when it lies 
on his desk and is first opened. To 
achieve the right kind of results the 
paper and printing must be adapted 
to the kind of business it is repre- 
senting. The paper which is proper 
for the use of an art bureau 
suitable for a wholesale grocer or an 
office supply house. You must make 
your business stationery carry the im- 
pression which your business carries 
as far as possible. Of course, all sta- 
tionery must be as neat as possible, 
but it need not be expensive. In fact, 
too expensive paper will often defeat 
its own ends by looking egotistical 
and overbearing. Do not let there bw 
too much printed matter on the pa- 
per. A business letter to be a suc- 
cess must be as concise as possible 
and must be written in the plainest 
terms possible. This rule should ap-

EXPERIMENT IN IRRIGATION 


BEING TRIED IN DOUGHERTY °4 of the highest types of needle~ 


Colonel J. P. Fort Expects to 
Raise Fine Crops on | 


Watered Land. | 


| 

Albany, Ga., April 12.—(Spectal \—| 
l’nusual interest attaches to some ex- 
periments which are being made on 
one of Colonel John FP. Fort’s plenta- 
tions in the western part of Dougher- 
tv county, under the direction of the 
irrigation department of the United 


States department of agriculture. F. 
W. Stanley, who has been for some | 


time stationed in the far west, but, 
more recently at Orlando, Fila. has) 


been assisting Colonel Fort in plan-| 
ning and earrying out the work. | 

The present experiment is on a | 
tract of between seventeen and elgn-| 
teen acres. Water is seamred from a | 
flowing artesian well, which gives! 
thirty gallons a minute, without the 
aid of a pump. The water is gathered 
in a basin, which is one of the most 
interesting features of the experiment, 

How $2,000 Was Saved. 

It was necessary for the success of 
the experiment that a basin large 
enough to hold 325,000 gallons of wa- 
ter he constructed. It was represented 
to Colonel Fort that it would cost be- 
tween $2,000 and $2000 to construct 
this reservoir, which would have to 
he cemented on bottom and sides. Col- 
onel Fort, following suggestions made 
by Mr. Stanley, suceeeded in building 
a reservoir which does not seem to 
leak a drop and which cost only a 
trifling sum. 

The reservoir is three feet deep, a 
mart of this depth having been so- 
cured by building un the walls. It is 
100 feet wide and 175 feet long, and 


holds sufficient water to cover an 
acre of ground to the depth of a foot. 
It is built in red clay, and was ren- 
dered impervious to water by mixing 
sand with the clay, much as the sand- 
elay roads of South Georgia are con- 
etructed. One hundred’ and twenty- 
five loads of sand were dumped into 
the reservoir—sufficient to cover the 
whole bottom of the reservoir to the 
depth of two inches. The clay and 
sand were then thoroughly puddied. 
a drag made with a railroad crosstie 
being used. The walls were piaster-4 
with the sand-clay mixture for a cou- 
ple of feet upward from the bottom, 
and when water was turned in it was 
found that not a gallon was lost, 
Clay Pipe Utilized. 

From the reservoir, six and elght- 
inch vitrified clay sewer pipe carries 
water to the seventeen-acre tract un- 
der cultivation This pipe was bougnt 
and laid at less than a tenth of the 


cost of metal pipe, and it answers ev- 
ery purpose admirably. It has the ad- 
vantage of not rusting or otherwise | 
deteriorating, and any damage to the| 
system could be easily repaired. The 
flow is controlled by a system of 
valves, water being let Into the fur- 
rows at such points as required. 

It is a remarkably interesting fact 
that the reservoir, capable of holding 
$25,000 gallons of water, and the pipe 
system. covering a tract of over seven- 
teen acres, was installed at a cost of 
less than $500. This does not, of 
course, include the cost of the well. 

Irrigating Staple Crops. 

While Colonel Fort is_ irrigating 
three and a half acres of onions, some 
Irish potatoes and nearly an acre of 
alfaifa, the experiment is being prin- 
cipally made tp demonstrate the effect 
of irrigation on staple crops. Four 
and a half acres is being placed in 
corn this year, and between seven am} 
eight acres in «© ‘ton. Colonel Fort 
believes he will .verage 200 bushels of

Among the recent developments at 
Tallulah Falls, one of the most tin- 
teresting is the completion of the new 
steel and concrete bridge of the Tal- 
lulah Falls railway across the Tallu- 
lah river just above the falls and the 
great gorge. The construction of this 
bridge was made necessary by the de- 
velopment now under way by the 
Georgia Railway and Power company, 
since the lake to be formed by the 
big dam at the first fall will have a 
level higher than the original wooden 
bridge, which was used by the rail- 
way. 

The new bridge is of steel girders 
on concrete piers and is a handsome, 
as well as permanent and substant!a] 
structure. The concrete piers rise 
from the bottom of the chasm to a 
height of 104 feet, and the bridge its 
480 feet in length, consisting of four 
100-foot spans and two 40-foot spans. 
There are 720,000 pounds of steel in 
the bridge. The construction of the 
bridge made necessary the revision of 
the line of the railway on both sides 
of the river and as the bridge is much 
higher than the old structure a greust 
improvement in grades was obtained. 
The bridge was built without any in- 
terference with traffic over the old 
line which was used until the fin- 
ishing touches had been put on the 
new bridge and revised line. 

When the lake to be formed by the 
dam of the power company is filled 
the bridge will not appear very high 
above the water, but passengers vn 
tra'ns passing over it will have a 
beautiful view of the gorge and of the 
great artificial lake stretching back 
into the foothills.

Havana, Apri] 12.—Ceferino A. Men- 
dez, the newly-elected conservative 
mayor of the city of Cienfuegos, In 
the province of Santa Clara, was as- 
sassinated last night. A group of men 
waylaid him in the street while he 
was on his way home and riddled him 
with bullets. 

The motive of the assassination is 
known to have been political, Mendez 
having incurred the bitter enmity of 
the defeated liberals at the time of 
the election.

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THE SOUTH AND THE NEGRO. 


Measured simply by the lifeand-death and 
the dollars-and-cents standards, the com- 
ment upon the race problem of Edward T. 
Ware, president of Atlanta university, pub- 
lished elsewhere, challenges the interest of 
every white southerner. The letter com- 
ments upon an editorial published last Sun- 
day by The Constitution under the cap- 
tion, “The Truth About the Negro.” On 
galient points, The Constitution and Presi- 
dent Ware are in agreement. He admits 
the ninety and nine among the negroes 
constitute the problem, and that they have 
been neglected. He would remove the 
menace they now constitute by co-operation 
between representative white agencies and 
representative negroes. The only question 
is as to method. 

It should first be said that President 
Ware is pre-eminently qualified to give an 
opinion on this subject. He was born and 
has spent all his life in Atlanta. He is of 
a high type of man, whose ability and con- 
servatism have not been appreciated even 
here. He is not visionary or intolerant. 
His entire life has been consecrated to an 
idea. His energies are directed toward the 
training of the negro The Constitution 
classified as among the one. When, there- 
fore, a man of his understanding and affilia- 
tions agrees with The Constitution as to 
the ninety and nine feature his views 
challenge attention. 

President Ware is gratified that we con- 
cede that south as well as north has been 
negligent in the creation of a proper edu- 
cational ideal for the: negro. The south’s 
indifference is even more surprising, since 


its interest in the matter is incomparably. 


larger than that of the north. Eliminate 
the humanitarian point of view entirely and 
the south’s stake in the proper solution of 
the negro problem is nothing short of a 
life and death one, and that includes the 
inescapable dollars-and-cents side, whether 
we will or not. The negro’s flagrant disre- 
gard of sanitation puts in peril every white 
life, man, woman and child, since the germ 
respects no racial boundary line. The ne- 
gro’s predominance in the crime rate is a 
tax upon every southern pocket. The ne- 
gro’s industrial shiftlessness is a menace 
If, by 
a miracle, religion and philanthropy were 
abolished tomorrow cold-blooded interest 
alone would give the south a more vital 
concern in the negro than any other section. 

We franky admit that the south has not, 
in our estimate, contributed its share to- 
ward the prevention of the inefficiency, the 
immorality and the disease that is broad- 
cast among the ninety and nine of the 
The majority of us have been 
blind to the imminent menace of the situa- 
tion. The négro, who comes from filthy and 
germ-laden cabin or hovel or tenement into 
our homes, cooks our meals and nurses our 
children, Our clothes enter their homes to 
be cleaned; that they rub elbows with us 
in streets and a number of 
giblic ‘places. This inevitable proximity 
means that whatever disease lays hold of 
the negro is altogether likely to be trans- 
mitted to the whites. That is the simple 
arithmetic of science, and no amount of 
“race prejudice” or “segregation” will elimi- 
nate it. 

President Ware’s suggestion regarding 
the equipment of schools with domestic 
training and manual arts adjuncts is ex- 
cellent. The domestic work of the world, 
and of the south, must and will be done. 
If the negroes continue their present in- 
difference in that direction, the work will 
be done by white people. That they are 
growing less and less competent in this 
field needs no argument. Put an “ad” in 
the Atlanta papers for domestic help, and 
the response is actually pitiful. Few of 


those responding can cook, sew or perform 
any household work with ability or fidelity. 
This condition cannot last. Even now 
white domestics are replacing the negroes. 
Unless a change comes quickly the day 
will be on us when negroes formerly dis- 
charging these services will be absolutely 
without means of employment. It is useless 
to dwell on the significance of that develop- 
ment. If proper equipment could be sup- 
plied in the training of this class not only 
the negro but the white man would him- 
self be a material gainer. 

President Ware’s comments upon the 
rural situation are also sound. There is a 
tragic dearth of competent farm labor. The 
negro here, as in the city, is shiftless, in- 
capable, irresponsible, slatternly. If he is 
hired he may jump his agreement at any 
time and leave the crops rotting in the 
fields. Through his ignorance he ruins the 
soils in some instances so that they require 
years in recuperation. The trained negro 
would be among the best assets of southern 
agriculture. And unless he gets a training 
he will, like his shiftless fellow in the city, 
have to walk the industrial plank, The 
law of the survival of the fittest is merci- 
less and knows no racial line. 

President Ware admits that The Constl- 
tution’s estimated ratio of 99 to 1 is not far 
wrong. He claims, and correctly, that the 
latter class is going out and leavening the 
mass of the ninety and nine of its own 
people. That task is commendable. But, 
as The Constitution has pointed out, if they 
are left to themselves, or if they are not 
given aid by an amplified system, the ninety 
and nine will have disappeared before the 
one can get around to them. 

What is the remedy? 

As stated by The Constitution and in- 
dorsed by our correspondent, it lies in co- 
operation—co-operation not from a maudlin 
or a philanthropic motive, but from sheer 
self-interest on both sides. President Ware 
concedes that in a material sense the rank 
and file of negro was better off before the 
war than now, but objects that the ante 
bellum system was purely “benevolent.” In 
passing, it may be said that no system 
which was driven to care of slaves because 
it could not afford to keep ill-trained, sick 
or dirty workers can be considered as alto- 
gether “benevolent.” Self-interest drove 
largely before the war, and it should be the 
chief incentive today. We cannot employ 
the methods of the patriarchal era, but in 
working toward the same results we can 
find new tools. 

Principal among these new tools in a 
new era are the churches. Spiritual influ- 
ences largely procured ante-bellum results. 
They must be depended upon today. We 
do not disparage foreign missions. We do 
say that the churches should pay to the 
heathen at their very gates a tithe of the 
attention, spend a tithe of the money they 
spend on the heathen in Africa, along the 
Yangste Kiang in China, and In the re- 
cesses of British India and Turkey. All de- 
nominations build schools and churches, 
lavish energy in not only bringing these 
foreign heathen to religion, but in equip- 
ing them for a livelihood. Why not spend 
a portion of that money and energy on the 
heathen in the shadow of their spires? 

Co-operation by all classes, white and 
black, in inculcating morality, respect for 
law, respect for pledge, cleanliness, will 
operate for the common good. 

The present system for educating the 
negro, while excellent in its way, educates 
only from the top downward; from the 
steeple to the foundation; equipping the 
one, letting the ninety and nine go to pot. 
It is marvelous that a plan that disregards 
the primary principle of educating from the 
foundation upward has not produced results 
more appalling. And it will produce those 
results unless it is corrected. Unless north 
and south, white and negro, co-operate in 
providing equipment from both ends and for 
all classes—the penalty will be visited in 
disease, stagnation, money loss and ineffi- 
ciency, with the southern white man paying 
most of the bills. 


FOR WAYWARD GIRLS. 

A bill will be introduced at the next 
session of the legislature, according to 
present plans, for a reformatory for way- 
ward girls in Georgia. The state branch of 
‘the Southern Association of College Women 
have the movement in charge and thus far 
their campaign is waking active interest 
throughout Georgia. They argue that if the 
state is to care for wayward boys and give 
them a chance at rehabilitation, its duty 
toward wayward girls is even more clear 
and imperative. 

The general assembly should by _ all 
means enact a measure looking to this end. 
Reformative measures hold out definite hope 
to the juvenile criminal among the males 
in this state. Proceeding on the assump- 
tion, from the economic standpoint only 
and not reckoning with the philanthropic 
side, that it is cheaper to cure than to make 
criminals, the Georgia laws now make pro- 
vision for such treatment as is calculated 
to prevent first offenders from 
chronic law-breakers. 

It is even more imperative to afford an 
open door of hope to the wayward girls of 
the state. Men now laboring with the 
problem in Atlanta can testify that it is a 
difficult matter to deal with fallen women 
after they have reached mature years, or 
have long associated with women of fixed 
dissolute habits. Where the work is under- 
taken at an early stage, however, there is 
every hope that a large number of girls 
brought under the proper environment may 
be persuaded from a life of shame and 
transformed into useful citizens—often into 
wives and mothers. 

Institutions of this nature are consider. 
ed by most of the other states as a regular 
part of their penological equipment. That 
principle should rule in Georgia. The money 
the legislature would invest in a reforma- 
tory for girls would be a drop in the bucket 
by the side of the good such an institution 
would aecomplish. And, in the last analy- 
sis, it is out of the question to weigh dollars 
against such a mission as the saving of 
women,

From sixteen southern 
states men and women interested in what 
may be called the “new humanity,” ranging 
from ways to combat the social evil to care 
of tubercular children, will here assemble, 
report progress and plan further advance 
ment. 

Atlanta is appropriately chosen as the 
place for the first convention of the con- 
gress. As W. Woods White, chairman of 
the committee on arrangements, said re 
cently, there are more organizations with a 
sociological or civic motive in Atlanta than 
in any city of its population in the world. 
The city has, indeed, come to be known as 
the center of the higher sociological creed. 
Inspect its many organizations and you will 
find that virtually every activity based upon 
social uplift is represented. 

These sociological experts have left the 
realm of dreams and are dealing with a 
world of reality. They have come out of 
the laboratory and the study and are grap- 
pling with the hurly-burly problems of each 
twenty-four hours. They no longer measure 
human nature and its needs with calipers 
and retort. This does not mean that they 
despise science, experiment, research and 
their teachings; on the contrary, they are 
the more effective in the degree that they 
make hourly use of these proven weapons 
of the twentieth century. But the soclology 
of our day is a warm-blooded and not a chil- 
ly science. It has redeemed itself from the 
old-time reproach of “parlor methods” and 
amateurish enthusiasms. It is in deadly 
earnest. It is seeking how to transform 
parasites into producers; how to make hon- 
est persons of criminals; how to substitute 
health for disease; how to metamorphose 
vice, which is essentially stupid, into virtue; 
how to catch up waste and loss right and 
left; how to send a cleansing, stimulating 
breeze into every corner and crevice of our 
social system. 

It is people of this sort who will fore- 
gather here April 25. They are making two 
blades of grass to grow in place of one 
because they are applying, efficiently and 
without hysteria, the common sense doc 
trine that we are all indeed the keepers of 
our brethren. 


HIGH COST OF DISTRIBUTION. 


Cabbage selling for two cents a pound 
in Chicago and rotting on the ground in 
Texas; potatoes rotting on the ground on 
Massachusetts farms and selling for $1.50 a 
bushel in nearby towns. These were just 
two of the indictments brought against the 
system of distribution in this country at 
the recent Chicago National Conference on 
Marketing and Farm Credits. All the prin- 
cipal farmers’ organizations, economic 
bodies and many important commercial 
bodies were representet. 

College professors, practical farmers and 
railroad presidents testified to the tremen- 
dous disparity between the price received 
by the farmer and the price paid by the 
consumer. The railroads denied that they 
absorbed the great differences !ndicated fn 
most of these cases and the evidence tend- 
ed to bear out their disclaimers. The mid- 
dleman, or rather several intermediary fac- 
tors, came in for part of the blame, the 
consensus being that if closer relations 
could be promoted between the producer 
and the consumer prices would go up to one 
and down to the other. 

President Mezes, of the University of 
Texas, is correct in the statement that 
whiie progress has been made in teaching 
the farmer how to produce more, little has 
yet been done in aiding him to get a fair 
price for his products. Our machinery for 
distribution is by no means equal to our 
needs. The tax on the necessities of life 
begin with the high cost of transportation 
over miserable roads and goes right on un- 
til the article Is in the hands of the con- 
sumer. In New England, New York state, 
Iowa, New Jersey, Colorado and California 
farmers have combined, formed mutual and 
co-operative selling associations and to a 
great extent cut out the waste that now 
takes tribute of all our crops. In Georgia, 
the Georgia Fruit Exchange is an illustra- 
tion of what may be done by co-operative 
selling, and in Florida the Citrus Union. 

In these directions a vast field is opened 
to the producers of the nation. There is 
no reason why the co-operative selling as- 
sociations should not be extended into all 
branches of agricultural industry, with the 
result that everywhere relations would be 


made more intimate between producer and ~ 


consumer. As was testified at the Chicago 
conference, rural farm credits would, by 
making money more available to the farmer, 
also ease the situation. It is apparent, 
however, that no single innovation will en- 
tirely solve the question of defective dis- 
tribution. /The trouble is we are now main- 
taining relations ‘between producer and con- 
sumer with machinery that is out-of-date 
and inefficient. It must be remodéled from 
first to last to bring permanent or universal 
relief.

FOR WELFARE OF BOTH RACES 


Editor Constitution: I have read with 
extreme interest your editorial, “The Truth 
About the Negro,” in last Sunday's Constitu- 
tion.

I am glad that you place the blame for | 


whatever mistakes may have been made in 
the educational system jointly upon the 
north and the south, and not upon one sec- 
tion exclusive of the other. This prepares 
the way for co-operation, and if we are to 


perplexing problems arising from the pres- 
ence of the two races in this nation, it must 
be through co-operation of the people of 
both races and of all sections for the benefit 
of all concerned. 

It is not IHkely that both races and all 
sections will be in absoute accord as to the 
means, educational and other, which are best 
sulted to remedy the deplorable conditions 
of those whom you speak of as “the ninety 
and nine.” Probably no two thoughtful indi- 
viduals will agree absolutely. Certainly it 
is a mistake to suppose that the people of 
the south are of one mind in this matter. 
Nothing can be gained by working at odds 
and if men agree on six points out of ten, it 
is better to work together on six points than 
to stand apart and fight over the four upon 
which they do not agree. Your strong edi- 
torial invites a frank discussion which ought 
to clear the air of misunderstandings, so that 
all the forces of good may unite to work 
against the evil conditions you enumerate. 

There is room for a difference of opinion 
regarding the comparison which you make 
of the condition of the negroes under slavery 
and now after fifty years of freedom. One 
unquestionable good result of the combined 
efforts of north and south in education is 
the reduction of illiteracy to about 30 per 
cent among them. Whatever obstacles they 
may have to meet under freedom as tillers 
of the soil, {t is a significant fact that the 
negroes own farm lands and buildings in the 
United States worth $273,000,000, and that in 
Georgia they own 15,698 farms, valued at 
$20,540,910. If in the days of slavery there 
were better trained and more capable ser- 
vants, and even if in the better families their 
material and moral welfare was assured, still 
it was at best under a system of benevolence, 
and we all must agree with President Wil- 
son when he says, “Benevolence never devel- 
oped a man or a nation. We do not want a 
benevolent government. We want a free 
and a just government. Every one of the 
great schemes of social uplift which are now 
so much debated by a noble people amongst 
us is based, when rightly conceived, upon 
justice, not upoh benevolence.” 

It still remains true, as you say, that 
among the masses of the negro race there is 
a deplorably large number who seem to be 
uninfluenced itn matters of industry, Itntelli- 
gence and morality by the efforts of the 
churches and of the schools. There are hope- 
ful evidences of awakened interest on the 
part of the southern churches in the mis- 
sionary problem which Hes at their doors. 
One of the most successful summer vacation 
Bible schools in this city last summer was 
the negro school fostered by the Central 
Presbyterian church. The Presbyterian 
church, south, {s doing much for the negroes 
in Louisville, Ky., through the missionary 
efforts of the Rev. John Little. One of the 
most devoted and efficient of southern women 
engaged in work for the negroes was 
prompted to enter this field by the very 
thought which you suggest, the inconsistency 
of foreign missionary effort to the exclusion 
of the missionary work needed among the 
negroes at our very doors. I refer to Miss 
Mary Debardeleben, who is doing settlement 
work for the negroes in Augusta under the 
auspices of the Methodist church, south. 

One to a Hundred. 

Tt is probably fair to assume that about 
one out of one hundred of the negroes come 
under the direct instruction of the institu- 
tions of higher training supported both by 
the north and by the south, but it Is fair to 
say that indirectly these institutions have 
reached and benefited a much larger propor- 
tion of the race. It is natural that the re- 
mainder unaffected by the moral and intel- 
lectual influences of education should present 
an appalling problem, Because they are much 
more in evidence than the thrifty, law-abid- 
ing classes. The question ts, “What influ- 
ences can be brought to bear upon this great 
discouraging mass to act as a saving leaven”’ 
The churches will doubtless assume a grow- 
ing responsibility, but the great task must 
rest upon the schools, and chiefly upon the 
public schools supported by the taxes of the 
people. If the normal schools and colleges 
can thoroughly equip men and women as effi- 
cient teachers and fill them with the spirit 
of service, they have accomplished their first 
and most important duty. 
must exert a wholesome influence upon the 
communities in which they are located; but 
the masses of the people will be reached most 
effectively through the public school system. 

In a recent report the superintendent of 
schools, of Atlanta, describes the deplorable 
condition of the public schools, concluding: 

‘We are trying to put nine hundred 
negro children in schools that have a seat- 
ing capacity for only four hundred and fifty. 
It is true that we have sixty and seventy 
children in rooms that were meant to accom- 
modate only about forty.” 

From his report it appears that condi- 
tions are bad as a whole, and conditions for 
worse than those for the 
white children. In the lower grades many 
of the schools have two sessions. A teacher 
is expected to meet sixty students in the 
morning and then, after a short intermis- 
sion, to meet an equal number of fresh stu- 
dents tn the afternoon. Hundreds of the 
negro children are unable to attend school, 
because there is not seating capacity. With 
conditions such as they are, it is not sur- 
prising that the results are not altogether 
encouraging. 

Practical Training. 

Several southern cities have introduced 
courses of domestic science and manual arts 
into the public schools. Here is an effort 
to meet directly the need of well-trained 
domestic servants and mechanics. Why 
could not such courses be introduced more 
generally? Atlanta university is prepared 
to furnish teachers in these branches and 
has already done so for other southern cities. 

It is well known that there are agricul- 
tural high schools for white youth in the 
eleven congressional districts supported by 
taxation. There are no corresponding schools 
supported by public funds for the education 
of negro youth. There have been organized 
and carried to a successful issue many corn 
clubs among the white boys stimulating an 
interest in the diversification of crops 
and there have also been organized 
canning clubs among the girls. In order to 
stimulate industry and thrift among the 
negroes at least as great effort should be 
put forth by the public as is found necessary 
for the same purpose among the white peo-

dren of the race, and the Neighborhood 
unicn, which has six branches working for 
social betterment in negro communities. We 
all should Know more of these and similar 
enterprises. 

By some means there must be re-esta- 
blished, upon a different basis, the mutual 
confidence which seems to have character- 
ized the relations between the races under 
the old regime. Such relationships should 
be based not upon benevolence, which was 
the best attitude during slavery, but rather 
upon the. principles of even-handed justice, 
which make an earnest effort to open to 
the people of one race as well as to those 
of another all agencies which make for in- 
telligence, industry and morality. 

To realize that there is a growing num- 
ber of earnest, intelligent negro men and 
women who appreciate that the responsi- 
bility of helping their own people out of the 
slough of ignorance and immorality rests 
largely upon themselves, to have confidence 
in thelr good purposes, not to fall into the 
error of numbering all of the people with 
“the ninety and nine,” and to help them in 
their great task, this, as I understand it. 
is the privilege of those who would work 
together to eliminate the deplorable cond!- 
tions among the masses. And for this and 
in this the north and the soutH, the public 
schools and the private schools, and the 
churches must all co-operate.

Gossip Caught in Corridors 
Of the National Capitol 


By Jobn Corrigan, Jr. 


Washington, D. C., April 12.—(Speciaj.)— 
President Wilson's two visits to the capitol 
were the unexpected sensations of the week. 
On Tuesday he appeared in person before 
the two houses in joint session and delivered 
his first message as president, thereby 
smathing a hoary precedent of 112 years’ 
standing. The next day he called on the 
democratic members of 
the finance committee 
of the senaté and dis- 
cussion of the tariff bill. 

No president since 
Lincoln hag visited the 
capitol so informally, 
and none since Jeffer- 
son has delivered his 
messages to congress 
in person. 

The question now 
vexing congress is 
whether the two houses 
are expected to make 
a reply to the presi- 
dent’s address, as was 
done in the early days 
of the republic. The 
difficulty of agreeing 
upon a reply to. the 
president’s speech will be apparent. 

President Jefferson abandoned the prac- 
tice of going in person to Capitol hill for 
the very same reason that President Wilson 
has rivived it, in the name of democratic 
simplicity. According to Senator John Sharp 
Williams, who is the leading repository of 
Jeffersonian lore, it smacked too much of 
an address from the throne. 

But the grace and dignity and ease with 
which Mr. Wilson bore himself on his first 
appearance before congress disarmed all his 
critics and charmed his political supporters. 
His attitude was that of a man addressing 
his colleagues on a great public enterprise 
in which they were jointly engaged. 

Thomas Jefferson, during his occupancy 
of the white house, came often to the capitol 
and met the members of congress most in- 
formally in the cloak rooms of the two 
houses, where the members lounge at ease. 

In the diary of John Quincy Adams, he 
records that George Washington ceased to 
come because of the sharp cross-examining 
to which he was subjected in the senate one 
day in August, 1789, when a treaty with 
the Indians was under consideration. On 
leaving, according to his biographer, he 
swcere: “I’ve been to the senate, and I'll be 
damned if I ever go there again!” 

President Wilson said his purpose was to 
prove that he was “a human being trying 
to co-operate with other human beings in 
a common service,” and in concluding thank- 
ed his hearers for thetr courtesy and said: 

“After this pleasant experience I shall 
fe=] quite normal in all our dealings with 
one another.” 

Never has a president's message recetved 
closer attention from congress, or aroused 
mors genuine applause. No “message in 
writing” could have produced such an effect.

“It is our ambition that these lead- 
ers educate the people here along ethi- 
cal lines to the end that the close of 
1913 may see established in this great 
city a meeting house and a permanent 
ethical society such as New York, Chi- 
cago, St. Louis and other civic centers

“The aim of the Atlanta Ethical Cul- 
ture society is simple. We are essen- 
tially a religious body. In the name 
of what the society stands for we 
bury the dead, we consecrate the mar- 
riage bond, we hold up ideals to the 
young, we seek to fortify the courage 
of such as are hard pressed in the 
struggle for existence and we console 


the afflicted. 

“It is true we are not a theistic so- 
ciety, but neither are we an atleistic 
society; we are not a gnostic society, 
but neither are we an agnostic so- 
ciety. In our society there is room 
for the greatest possible diversity of 
belief. We do work together in a 
common spirit and for definite ends. 

“The true foundation of our work is 
a keen desire to get away from bad 
ways of living, and at least to approxi- 
mate the better ways of living. We 
have the conviction that for the solu- 
tion of the grave and tangled prob- 
lems which beset us as individuals and 
society generally, more light is needed 
as well as fervor than is shed 
the New Testament or the 
Old—more light than is furnished by 
any philosophical system of the past. 
And in the greatest of our need and 
with faith in our human reason we 
seek such light. We have the faith 
that in conduct truth is found by the 
trying.

Gathered here today are daughters 
from all parts of our state. This is 
not a chance meeting of aimless wan- 
derers, but the deliberate assembling 
of those whom come for a purpose. We 
are a society banded together to doa 
nation-wide work, to teach patriotism. 

Patriotism is an abstract love and 
the patriotism that ts worth while is 
that which recognizes the condition 
of our country and tries to better 
them. Quoting from the inaugural ad- 
dress of ex-President Benjamin Har- 
rison: “Let us exalt patriotism and 
moderate our party contentions. Let 
those who would die for the flag on 
the field of battle give a better proof 
of their patriotism and a higher glory 
to thelr country “by promoting fra- 
ternity and justice. A party success 
that is achieved by unfair methods or 
by practices that partake of revolution 
is hurtful and evarescent even from a 
party standpoint. We should hold our 
differing opinions with mutual re- 
spect.” 

Patriotism and a sense of duty to 
those who have a less chance in life 
should inspire us to help those who 
come to this country to seek liberty 
and opportunity. In this way we shall 
have one land, one culture and one 
American tradition. We come from 
the grandest nations of men—they 
came from nation-builders of the 
earth—from the Anglo-Saxon, the 
Tuetons and the Romans. They have 
given us the qualities which makes 
uS supreme among nations. From them 
we have inherited the priceless boon 
of freedom, freedom to our own homes, 
freedom of speech and press, freedom 
from caste and class, freedom to do 
and think as we please. 

Pride of ancestry has been charged 
the most {mportant feature of our so- 
clety.. Stop for a moment and con- 
sider is it not right that we should be 
proud of our ancestors who gave their 
lives for our freedom and libertv? We 
should remember that this very heri- 
tage places upon our shoulders grave 
responsibilities. What. principles in- 
herited do we stand for? What kind 
of Americans are we? What sacrifices 
are we making for our country today? 
As our forefathers prevailed over evil 
in their day, so can we, and so must 
we prevail over it tn our day. 

If our ancestors could return and 
assemble again and respond to our 
words of honor for their memory and 
gratitude for their deeds, what mes- 
sage would thev give us? Perhaps the 
saying of the father of our country: 
“Observe good faith and justice to- 
ward all nations, cultivate peace and 
harmony with all; peace with the 
world ts my sincere wish—lI am aure it 
is ‘true policy.” 

Just 180 vears 
1738—Oglethorpe began laying 
foundation of Georgia. The Empire 
State of the South had its origin in 
the noblest impulses that swell the 
human heart. Let us refer to the 
friendly relations between the colon- 
ists and the Indians. The story of the 
Indians’ past romances and poetry 
mag, if it will, present new and in- 
sniring facts that may be shown to 
have a modern bearing upon the 
growth and destiny of the American 
revolution. 

We recall the words of Tomichich! 
when he presented Oglethorpe with 
the buffalo skin, ornamented with the 
picture Of the eagle: “I give you this 
which I want you to accept. The eagle 
means speed and the buffalo strength, 
The English are swift and strong as 
the beast, since like the one they flew 
over the seas to the uttermost parts 
of the earth, and like the other they 
are strong and nothing can resist 
them. The feathers of the eagle are 
soft and mean love, the buffalo skin 
is warm and means protection. Then I 
hope the English will love and protect 
our little families.” Oglethorpe, it is 
true, made peaceful treaties with the 
Indians; however, they were not at all 
times what they should have been. Is 
it not our duty as Georgia D. A. R. to 
investigate and see what we can do 
for the Indians of today and thereby 
comply with the request of Tomichichi 
—‘“for the white man to be good to his 
little famlbllies.”’ 

Mv predecessors have urged the 
marking of historic spots and trails. 1 
wish to especially emphasize the work 
and urge upon Georgia daughters not 
longer to delay in this noble undertak- 
ing. The east, north and west have 
been more zealous in this particular 
form of patriotism than we have in 
Georgia. Mark Oglethorpe, DeSoto, 
McIntosh, th. Indians, old stage roads, 
in fact all trails in our state. The old 
forts should be marked. Our state is 
rich in historic spots and the D. A. R. 
of Georgia could give their efforts ito 
no labor more consecrated.

was being built.
